Sub-source further indicated that at the preuent tine General hadeseu is afraid 
tirnt the parties of the Left oay today occupy the ^inistriea and tlie principal 
factories} such as the electric couptuy, etc., and thut u a coitae^uetnce, troops 
stationed at sIj. of these places itad been incrossed . In the awe connection, he 
also said that, although he does uub mow the specific reason, he believes that 
the Russians are sending three divisions, which will be located ah -Bolen tin, 
prau.ova (floesti) and in the fiat tat (probably around Tioiaoura). 'There are some 
former German barracks at Bolentin, which they night occupy. 
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
